any idea of providing a home for 
outcast Jews of all natlons. . 

The speaker added that the scheme 
would also end all ideas of expansion 
for the Jews and ercate a moderp 
Naboths' vineyard, because the area 
allotted to the Jews was very rich, 
and the Arab population, outside, 
would be envious: and would never 
rest until they conquered it, That 
would be a danger at any future time 
if the Empire was in difficulty.

No figures have been published 
giving the pregent nuniber of clergy, 
but there must be at Icast one priest 
for every parish, and some of the 
elty parishes are known to have two, 
three or even ten or more. Reports 
ure. also current of wandering priests 
or friars, but St ls Impossible to Judge 
thely number. 


It fs raported that there are cight 
metropolitan provinces, with  pro- 
vably as many as 150 bishops. A 
reliable report gives the number of 
Orthodox clergy in prison or prison 
camps in May, 1036, ag slightly over 
7,000, excluding those In exile. 


“It fs possible thus to account for 
nbout 30,000 to 35,000 clergy,” the 
survey odds. “The pre-War number 
was about 150 Bishops and 54,000 
priests.

CONCENTRATE NEAR 


. PEIPING: 


Peiping, July 13. 

According to Chinese official ob- 
servers, who visited the fighting front 
yesterday, certaln- Japanese. troops 
stil remain at Tachengchun and 
Wulitien, about 600 in all. : 

Other information states that heavy 
Japanese troop movements continued 
between Shonhalkwan and Tientsin 
since yesterday afternoon. Troops 
are concentrating in the vicinity of 
Pelping and at Fengtal. 

The situation has become more 
complicated owing to the Japanese 
not respecting the armistice, agree- 
ment. Rifle firing was occasionally 
heard ‘on the Lukuochiao front late 
lnst night. : 

‘Another incident was reported here 
when a detachment of Japancse troops 
fired nt the Chinese. defence forces 
outside the Yungting Gate, Peking, 
this morning about 10.30 o'clock, 
owing to‘the Chinese forees refusing 
to permit the Japanese to enter the 
lr city. Several casualties were suffer- 
ed by both sides. 

White the clash was occurring out- 
side the Yungting Gate, another 
column of Japanese troops made a 
sudden attack on the Chinese troops 
at Nanyuan, where the 29th, Army 
Headquarters are: situated. ‘They 
were eventually driven off oy the 
troops of the 29th. Army after oa 
sharp and brief ‘engagement. 

It {is reported ‘that during the 
engagement a terrific explosson 
occurred behind the Japanese lines, 
when two lorry loads of ammunition 
were hit by a Chinese shell. The 
ammunition was totally destroyed 
and it is estimated that about 50 
Japanese soldiers in the immediate 
viclnity were killed. —Wah, Kiu Yat

Tientsin, July 14. 

-According to an unofficial report, 
the units of the Twenty-Ninth Army, 
under the command of General Sung 
Che-yuen, and the Suiyucnese forces

CLASHES OUTSIDE CITY 


Peiping, July 14. 

A*strong body of Japanese troops, 
supported by four tanks, four 
armoured cars and heavy artillery, 
advanced from Tungchwo yesterday 
morning in the direction of the walled 
city of Peiping and then clashed with 
the Chinese forces holding the road 
leadIn#t to the Yungting Gate, Peiping. 

Severe conflicts took place at differ- 
ent points, including Kwanyintang 
‘and Nanyuan, which is the Head- 
quarters of the Twenty-ninth Army. 
Fighting in’ these areas progressed 
‘until inte this afternoon, the Japan- 
ese having been compelled to retire, 
necording to a Chinese communique. 

In the course of fighting, the 
thunderous sound of heavy gunfire 


_|. caused pedestrians in the city of Pel- 
ping to panic. 


When the fighting was over, all the 
city gates were reopencd at intervals, 
‘Dut strict martial law fs being main- 
tained in the city.—Hua Nan.

subscription fund collected entircly 
from Chinese sources, of some $60,- 
000. The necessary x-ray equipment 
was specially, donated and represents 
the cost of -perhaps another $4,000. 
It functions as the tuberculosis 
clinic of the First Municipal health 
station of Pelping and forms part of 
the teaching equipment of the Peip+ 
Ing Union Mcdical College. The 
‘salaries of the professional staff ary 
paid for by the hospital, but all 
other costs of the clinic are covered 
by ie ‘interest on the endowment 
und. 


The clinic as well as the teaching 
facilities of the P, U. M. C, are avail- 
able for the training of physiclans 
and nurses in the practical applica- 
tlon of anti-tuberculosis measures, 
and I sce no reason why, as public 
health services develop and os train- 
ed personnel becomes available, such 
clinics: should not-be established, in 
every city and organised rural areca 
in China. 


Professor Gerrard thanked the 
speaker for his address, He sald Dr. 
Holl was well-known ' to medical 
men in China for his fine worl in 
\the prevention of tuberculosis, and 
his suggestions for carrying on a 
campaign of prevention were home- 
ly and practical. In Hongkong 
nothing was being done in this con- 
nection, and it would be a good 
couse for Rotarlans to take up 
strongly. To his mind it was a 
more pressing question than opium 
smoking. He understood that Dr. 
Hall was leaving North China short- 
ly, but hoped that provision had 
been made to carry on his worl on 
simllar lines.

DR. GILES HALL’S ADDRESS 


An inexpensive method of ‘preventing the aprend of . 


tuberculosis by examining each 


family member and instructing 


all in simple health principles, was the subject of a talk to the 
Hongkong Rotary Club yesterday by Dr. Gilea Hall of the Peiping 
Unton Medical College, a brother of Bishop R. 0. Hall, — 

The speaker wag thanked by Professor W. I. Gerrard, who 
remarked that nothing was being dono. to prevent the disease’ in 
Hongkong and st would be good work on the part of the Rotary 


Club to take the initiative, 


Major R. D, Walker, M.c., presided, and welcomed the gucsts, 
who included: Rotarfan L. M. Honaman, Manila; Rotarian K. R. 
Plowright, Shanghai; Dr, Anderson, Dr. Greaves, Mr. R. Schmidt, 
Surg.-Cmdr. Cleaye, Mr. How Ah-Inu and Mr. Mr. H. Desebrock. 


Tho speaker sald: It ts not for me 
to emphasise to this audience the 
importance of tuberculosis and its 
effect on the economic life of China. 
The mortality from’ tuberculosis 
alone in a serious problem, but when 
it fs realised that it selects for its 
vietims young men and women in 
the most productive years of their 
Nfe and condemns them to years of 
inactivity, with but small, hope of 
ever again becoming maximally pro- 
ductive, Its cost to the community ts 
Incalculable, When it, is realised 
further that with Ideal methods of 


j treatment under ideal circumstances 


less than 50% of adults who have 
developed symptoms of tuberculosls 
are completely cured, the wisdom 
and economy of tuberculosis preven- 


tlon become obvious. 

It has been sald that the tuber- 
culosis problem fs an gconomle pro- 
blem and that nothing can be done 
to control tuberculosis in China un- 
til the economic level of the country 
Is raised. This attitude 1s Incorrect 
and unjustifiable, Tuberculosis fs a 
specific and contagious discase, and 
if correct principles are followed, 
schemes which are effective in its 
control can be adapted to communi- 
tles at any economic level. 


Not Economie Problem 


Firm bellef (the result of a divine 
revelation not based on knowledge) 
in the contngious nature of leprosy, 
coupled with a horror of the disease, 
have been effective in stamping it 
out from those countries entertaln- 
ing this belief. 

* Tuberculusis. is contagious in a 
way similar to that of leprosy, Sin- 
gle contacts with a leper seldom, if 
ever, produce the disease, Contact 
must be prolonged and intimate, and 
even so the disease may be dormant 
for many months or years. Tuber- 
culosis simHarly seldom develops 
from a single contact with the in- 
fectious persons. Frequent and re- 
peated contacts with an infectious 
person aré necessary in the majority 
of instances before the disease is 


- 
i 


reproduced. A second and most im- 
portant point which must be empha~ 
sised Is that taberculosis may in 


in the lungs for many months or 
years without producing symptoms 
which are suMelent to take the pa- 
tient from his worl or to his doctor. 


Isolation Unsultable 


Examination by ordinary methods 
at this stage doca not, as a rule, re- 
veal the presence of the disease, On 
these two outstanding charactcristics, 
viz., contaglon and the tendency to a 
tong Intent period, effective ant!- 
tuberculosis measures can be deve- 
loped, Such mensureg are based on 
two principles—Ifsolation ond case 
finding. A perfect ant!-tuberculoals 
scheme would Include the compul- 
sory isolation of all infectlous per- 
sons in specinl hospltals or sanatoria. 

There are mony reasons why this 
{a impracticable. The expense alone 
would make !t impossible, Even 
patients who are il with tuberculo- 
sis, become restive under prolonged 
treatment and isolation, and those 
who feel themselves perfectly well 
could not caslly be compelled to sub- 
mit to fsolation In any Institution, no 
matter how attractive it might be. 
Where funds are avaliable sanatorla 
and other special Institutions should 
certainly be provided at the public 
expense, in which patients, Irrespec- 
tlve of thelr ability to pay for {t, may 
have adequate and prolonged treat- 
ment. It {s, however, too much to 
expect that accommodation in such 
Institutions will be available in 
China, even for those persons willing 
to avail themselves of it, for many 
years to come. . 

What, then, can be done? Is !t 
possible .to provide adequate fsola- 
tion for na contagious tuberculous 
patient in a Chinese home? I be- 
Neve it is. Isolation need not be 
complete and absolute to be effective 
in reducing the morbidity from tho 


disease. : 
Momely Treatment 


Under normal conditions in. a 
Chinese home a contagious person Is 
probably sleeping in a common bed 
and even sharing common bed clothes 
with the healthy members of tha 
family. Arrangements which reduce 
the chances of ‘infectlon to a 


many cases be present and extending iminimum can be. adapted to almost 
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any Chineso houschold. Plans wili 
differ in different houscholds, They 
must be casy to understand, simple 
to carry out, not irksome, not inter~- 
fering with, the life of the fomlly, 
and, above all, they must bo inex- 
pensive. - They will vary from the 
provision of a sputum cup and the 
removal of the infectious person 
from the famlly bed to alcep tn his 
own bed in a ‘corner of the singte’ 
room {to the building of a sun room 
In ihe corner of a verandah in which 
the pationt may be completely 
isolated and receive satisfactory 
treatment. Plons of o more elabor- 
ate nature will Include the provision 
of portable huts) which may be 
erected in the courtyard, and the de- 
velopment of a tuberculosls colony 
where families may live and work 
while the Infectlous member {3 
frolated and under treatment. Ut ts 
surprising how casy ft is to teach the 
few simple principles’ on. which 
adequate. isolatlon depends and how 
faithfully the routines established 
are followed by some families of the 
lowest cconomie Intelligence levels. 
Though !t moy not be perfcct, the 
isolntion of contagious tuberculous 
indlyiduals (in, thelr homes can be 
adequate and effective’ in reducing 
tie morbidity from tuberculosis In 
other members of the household. 


Unaware of Disease 


It has been said by o prominent 
specialist in New Yori that 00 to 70 
per cent, of intelligent persons are un- 
aware of the presence of tuberculous 
lesions In their lungs until such 
lesions are so advanced as to give 
but poor prospects of cure. A 
physician 1s not doing his duty if he 
waits for patients to come to him 
suffering from tuberculosis, . He 
must look for the disease before It 
produces symptoms, Is this possible? 
I think. {it Is. Tuberculosis in -this 
latent form cannot, however, be de 
tected: by ordinary methods of 
examination, but demands the use of 
expensive x-ray equipment for its 
detection, 

The tendency for tuberculosls to 
run in familles was noted by Chin- 
ese physicions of the Ming dynasty, 
and this fact fs one that looms largest 
in the thoughts of, the public to-day. 
You think immediately of some 
weakness In the family—a taint or 
trait which makes it more suscep- 
tible. This was thought to be tho 
case until quite recently. We now 
know that it js not inherlted weal- 
ness, but the presence of contagion 
within the family, dhat fs responsi- 
ble for the extent of the disease in 
what Is erroneously eniled the sts- 
ceptible family. 


Family Infection 


Statistics show that tuberculosis 
develops seven times more frequent- 
ly In fomilics in which one or more 
member hos tuberculosis in an in- 
fectious form than In healthy fami- 
lles On the other hand, tuberculo- 
sts develops no more frequently in 
the offspring of the parents with 
tuberculosis in a non-Infectlous form 
than it docs in the offspring of 
healthy families. 

There is, therefore, in the families 
of patients suffering from infectious 
tuberculosis 2 concentration of cases 
of both latent and manifest tubercu- 
losis which makes the employment 
of the somewhat expensive measure 
of x-ray examination of apparently 
healthy persons a possible and legiti- 
mate charge against public health 
funds. It is estimated that some 60 
to 70 per cent of tuberculous lesions 
so discovered are minimal in extent, 
are of recent development, and res~ 
pond welJ and rapidly to treatment, 
When treatment Is effective, poten~ 
tlal sources, of contagion will have 
heen prevented from developing, and 
the health and working enpacity of 
many ‘persons will have been pre- 
served. 


Amah A Carricr 


The examination of the members 
of the family of tuberculosis persons 
will also bring to liyht unexpected 
sources of Infection, Remember that 
servants must always be reckoned 
ps members of the famlly. 

I remember well the case of 2 
child with tuberculosis whose father 
and mother. were perfectly healthy 
and whose younger brother and sis- 
ter had already died from the dis- 
ease, and I insisted upon a complete 
family oxamination. An old omah 
who had worked faithfully and de- 
votedly for the famlly for more than 
ten. years and to whose care-the 
children: were almost completely 
given, was found to have « cavity 
in one of her lungs into which you 
could have put your fist. She ad 
not missed a day's duty with the 


family on account of ill-health, but, _ 


when pressed, she admitted that she 
coughed and raised sputum in the 
morning. The sputum was found to 
contain Jnnumerable bacllll. 

The discovery .and removal of this 
focus of infection from the family 
probably saved tho life of my paticnt 
nnd of children who have since been 
born Into the family. 


Not Expensive 


I have, perhaps, taken up too much 
of your time by elaborating the prin- 
elples on which I. feel that antl- 
tuberculosis schemes should be 
based, but I think it has been neces- 
sary jn order that you may oppre~ 
clate the fact that schemes based on 
these principles need not be clabor- 
ate nor expensive in order to be 
effective, hey are 
elastic and can be adjusted to the 
personnel and budget available In 
any community. Effectlve schemes 
on’ these. Hnes could immediately bo 
adapted to suit an Isolated “mission 
hospital or the health service of any, 


large city, In China, Until fairly. 


established’ * on .a gound financial 


‘busta I feel that young and strugeling 


public’ health services in China 
should not be expected to originate 
antl-tuberculosis measures, but once 
established they should be closely 
linteed and co-ordinated with such 
public health work+ns exists In the 
community.

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JAPAN'S DUTY IN 
CHINA CRISIS 


That the crisis which has 
arisen in North China is one 
which is of concern to the 
signatories of the Nine-Power 
Treaty may clearly be seen 
when some of the principal 
provisions of that Treaty’ are 
kept in mind. The pact was a 
direct outcome of the Washing- 
ton Conference of 1922, and it 
was signed by the United States, 
Britain, France, Japan, Italy, 
Belgium, China, the Netherlands 
and Portugal. . Article VII is 
obviously relevant to the situa- 
tion which has now arisen. _It 
reads: “The contracting parties 
agree that whenever a situation 
arises which, in the opinion of 
any one of them, involves the 
application of the stipulations 
of the present Treaty and 
renders desirable discussion of 
such application, there shall be 
full and’ frank communication 
between the contracting parties 
concerned.” The Treaty, it is 
well to recall, was designed for 
the specific purpose of  pre- 
serving peace and concord in 
China, and one of its very first 
terms was that the contracting 
parties agreed to respect “the 
sovereignty, independence and 
territorial and administrative 
integrity of China. Moreover, 
the signatories also agreed to 
refrain from taking advantage 
of conditions in China in order 
to seek special rights or privi- 
leges. Whatever may be the 
truth of Japan’s claim that 
she is compelled to act in 
consequence of violation of un- 
derstandings by China, and 
whatever is the exact posi- 
tion in regard to the 
presence of Japanese troops on 
Chinese soil, the fact remains 
that a situation has arisen 
which vitally affects the provi- 
sions of the Nine-Power Treaty. 
In . these circumstances, Japan, 
if she had a grievance, was 
bound by treaty to consult with 
the other signatories of that 
Treaty... She has, in fact, not 
only refrained from doing so, 
but has seen fit to take unila- 
teral action which can. only re- 
gult in ‘incrensing the gravity of 
the situation. Actually, of course, 
Japan has never paid much 
heed to the terms of the Nine- 
Power Treaty, which she de- 


' finitely broke when she wrested 


Manchuria from China. — Res- 
pect for China’s soveriegnty 
has never weighed seriously 
with Japan’s leaders. By her 
actions to-day, she is further 
infringing. that Treaty by 
threats to China’s territorial

Middlesex, second that year, 
have dropped several rungs. Sussex, 
fourteenth then, have fenped —up- 
wards; so, more surprisingly, have 
the usually backward Glamorgan;

Warwickshire ‘surprised us 
all by leaping to the head of affairs 
jn 1911, only to) sink again, and 
Middlesex had their further triumphs 
in 1920 and 1921; but from that time 
until Derbyshire’s success lust sea- 
son the champlonship was In the 
hands of Yorkshire, Lancashire and 
Nottinghamshire, and only once in 
the case of the last named, To sum 
“up, In a peried of fifty-seven yeurs 
the championship has been won 
forty-nine times by one of four coun- 
lies. There was something to justify 
the jibe of the cricket heretic who 
sald, “Heavens, what a competl- 
tion! Seventeen cams entered, and 
thirteen haven't on carthly.” The 
position certainly became monoton- 
ous for those not born or bred within 
the borders of Surrey, Nottingham-= 
shire, Yorkshire, or  Lancushire. 
And in apite of recent developments, 
the decline .of Surrey, the promise 
of Sussex, no, one would be surprised

After a few minutes 
the second defendant also went in. 
Mrs. Peer would not givo:them any 
money, and: it was alleged that 
threats ‘were..used. .Her mother 
joke to her in 
Hindustan! and the elder. lady then 
went away. and return with o 
Chinese constable and ‘the defendants 
were arrested. ue ; 
Giving evidence, Mrs. Peer sald 
that about’ 9-p.m. on Juno 30. first 
defendant knocked on her door and 
was admitted by an amah. He step- 
ped In and sald to ‘her “I waht’ o 
few dollars tea moncy.” © Witness 
had never seen him before and asked 
him why he wanted the moncy.. Ho 
said a Chinese detective named 


Leung Kai-chung had instructed him 


to come and ask for it, . 

Second defendant then came in. 
He sald “If you don’t give us tho 
money there will be trouble later in 
the evening, or at the latest the 
next morning.” Witness’ mother 
then came in ond she told her in 
Hindustani about the matter -and 
asked her to go for the pollee. . 

Questioned by Sub-Inspector Dar- 
Ikln, witness said first defendant had 
nlready been there at 9 am. the 
same day, for the same purpose, and 
she had asked him: to come back In 
the evening. Also, that firat de- 
fendant had stated the detective who 
hod sent him there was a brothel 
detective. - . 


“Knew Complainant” 
Asked if witness’ evidence was 


correct, first defendant sald: “I have}. 


known her for some time and have 
borrowed ‘money from her: before. 
She previously, lived at No. 7 
Thompson Road.” ' 

Witness denied this. 


Defendant also sald he never 


J threatened her, but witness insisted 


he did. : 

Corroborative evidence was given 
by Chu Yung, amaoh employed by, the 
complainant, and Mrs, Jobra Nanil, 
mother of the, complainant. 

Lau Chl, Pollee-constable C476, 
lestinies, to the arrest of the defend- 
ants, ; 

Both defendants elected to make 
statements. First defendant said he 
had known the complainant since 
Inst year and had borrowed money 
from her several times, repaying her 
on cach occasion, On this occaston 
he hnd asked the complainant to 
lend him a few ten-cent pieces and 
she had told ‘him to return two days 
later. He did so and complainant 
told him to call again at 9 p.m. but 
when he went thero a constable was 
sent for and he was arrested. 

Second defendant stated that the 
first man owed him 20 cents. When 
he asked for repayment the latter 
said he had no moncy but requested 
him to go along to the complainant's 
house where he would borrow a few 
ten-cent pieces and square the debt.

“The Russian Church since the 


| revolution ts a Church of rejuvenated

“For some years the Church has 
seemed to be barely holding-‘on. Now 
there come reports of numerous 


applications te the authorities to re- 
open closed churches. 


“There are other evidences ns well 
of the persistence of falth. This is 


contrary to the frer uent characteri- 
sation of the Ortholox Church as 
trifled; it makes one look deeper 
nto the currents of life of this com- 
munion. Perhaps, in the past, ex- 
ternal. phenomenn have drawn 80 
much attention; that more vital 
features have been overlooked.” 


30,000.“ RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES” 


During the carly months of thia 
year the Sovict Press called attention 
to the existence of 30,000 “religious 
societies” in the Union. Of these, 
nbout 20,000 probably. belonged to 
the Orthodox faith. This compared 
with 50,000 Orthodox parishes at the 
outbreak of war. 


No figures have been published 
giving the present number of clergy, 
but there must: be at least one pricst 
for every parish, and some of the 
city parishes are known to have two, 
three or even ten or more.

JAPAN'S DUTY IN 
CHINA CRISIS 


That the crisis. which has 
arisen in. North China is one 
which is of concern to. the 
signatories of the Nine-Power 
Treaty may clearly be seen 
when some of the principal 
provisions of that Treaty are 
kept in mind. ‘The pact was a 
direct outcome of the Washing- 
ton Conference of 1922, and it 
was signed by the United States, 
Britain, France, Japan, Italy, 
Belgium, China, the Netherlands 
and Portugal, Article VIT is 
obviously relevant to the situa- 
tion which has now arisen. It 
reads: “The contracting parties 
agree that whenever a situation 
arises. which, in the opinion of 
any one of them, involves the 
application of the stipulations 
of the present Treaty and 
renders desirable discussion of 
such «application, there shall be 
full and frank communication 
between the contracting partics 
congerned”” The Treaty, it is 
well to recall, was designed for 
the specific purpose of pre- 
serving peace and concord in 
Ching, and one of its very first 
terms was that the contracting 
parties agreed to respect the 
sovereignty, independence and 
territorial and administrative 
jntegrity of China. Moreover, 
the signatories also agreed to 
refrain from taking advantage 
of conditions in China in order 
to seek special rights or privi- 
leges. Whatever may be fhe 
truth of Japan’s claim that 
she is compelled to act in 


Jeconsequence of violation of un- 


derstandings- by China,. and 
whatever is the exact posi- 
tion in regard to the 
presence of Japanese troops on 
Chinese soil, the fact remains 
that a situation has arisen 
which vitally affects the provi- 
sions of the Nine-Power Treaty. 
In these circumstances, Japan, 
if she had ‘a grievance, was 
bound by treaty to consult with 
the other signatories of , that 
Treaty.. She has, in fact, not 
only refrained from doing 89, 
but has aecen fit to. take unila- 
tern) action which can only re- 
sult in increasing the gravity of 
the situation.

As 
a result, many patients, Including 
helpless children, suffering from 
dangerous diseases, ore put Into the 
hands of Christinn Science ‘practi-+ 
tloners,” and unnecessary pain, -and 
'sometimes deuth, results. 
2. "Christlan Science has no mes- 
ysare for the poor and afflicted. Its 
votarics are normally people in com- 
fortable surroundings, as anyone can 
see by visiting a Christian Science 
church. It makes no attempt to cure 
the vast number of  ills—~social, 
physical, and mental—under which 
men suffer. It simply denies that 
they exist, 


3. "Christian Selence knows 
‘nelther = humility — nor sympathy. 
Though it calls itself ‘Scicnee,’ not a 
single scientist of eminence has cver 
been found within its ranks. 


“NO MARTYR” 


“It is anth-Christian. Jesus 
Christ faced the suffering and sin 
that ore in the world. Neither fs in 
necordance with the WIll of God, but 
both are real. Jesus offirmed that 
His followers must bé prepared to 
bear the Cross. This way heroes 
and = martyrs have been made. 
Christian Science will never produce 
a martyr, for it ignores the evil and 
tries to Hive in a happy dream world. 
This is the opposite of the spirit of 
Jesus Christ." 


“The Church of Christ," the writer 
maintains, “can make no terms with 
such o system,” 


Before arriving at this conclusion, 
Dr. Buttérworth gives some relevant 
and little-known details of Mrs. 
Eddy's life, and explains the major, 
doctrines of the movement, including 
that referred to in the Christlan 
Sclence Journal of April, 1899, 
Where it was stated: “Mrs. Eddy has

CURRENT SEASON PRODUCES |

It Is only necessary to compare the 
present County Championship table 
with that compiled ut the end of Jast 
summer to realise the contradictory 
character of much of this season's 
form. So many, of the sides have 
had a grent foll, while others who 
crawled in meck obscurity in 1036, 
now strut in glory with the great 
ones, Middlesex, second that year, 
have dropped several rungs, Sussex, 
fourteenth then, have -leuped — up- 
wards; 80, more surprisingly, have 
the usually backward Glamorgan; 
while among the’ fallgn are Sur- 
rey—especially Surrey—and Kent. 


The scuson, of course, is young, 
and championships ore not lost and 
won In six weeks, ‘The most critical 
months are still in front of us, ‘Teams 
so often go to ‘pieces In August. 
“Sussex have more than once sect 
u straight’ course for top plaice, only 
to lose thelr benrings a short dis- 
tunce from port, None the less, 
there has now been enough cricket 
played in all kinds of conditions, 
mud and gloom, fron turf and heat, 
for the powers of the cnndidates to 
undergo some manner of examina- 
tion, and for thelr faults and virtues 
to be brought forward. Everything 
points to a Jevelling up—or, perhaps 
it would be truer to ‘say a levelling 
down {In some cases—ot several of 
the sides competing. And naturally 
the more open the Championship the 
wider the Interest, , : 


There has. generally been good 
reason to regret that any chance of 
winnning the competition belonged 
to a smull minority. From 1879 to 
1903 its premler honours remained 
exclusively the special preserve of 
Surrey, Nottinghamshire, Yorkshire, 
and) Lancashire. In 1903 Middlesex 
elimbed to top place, while three 
sensons Inter Kent renched = the 
heights and procecded to win the 
champlonship three times in. five 
years, Warwickshire surprised . us 
an by leaping to the hend of affalrs 
jn 1911, only to gink again, and 
Middlesex had thelr further triumphs 
in 1020 and 1921; but from that time 
until Derbyshire’s success Just sca- 
son the championship was in the 
hands' of Yorkshire, Lancashire und 
Nottinghamshire, and only onve in 
the case of the last named. To sum 
up, in a period of fifty-seven years 
the championship has been won 
forty-nine times by one of four coun- 
ties. There was something to justify 
the jibe of the cricket heretic. who 
said, “Heavens, what a competi- 
tlon! Seventeen teams entered, and 
thirteen haven't on curthly.”” The 
position certainly beeame monoton- 
ous for those not born or bred Within 
the borders of Surrey, Nottingham- 
shire,---Yorksliire, or Lancashire. 
And Jn spite’ of recent developments, 
the decline of Surrey, the promise 
of Sussex, no one would be surprised 
“to see Yorkshire on top for the ninc- 
teenth time when September arrives.
